Linguist held his advantage until just before 
turning for home, where Rankin closed up 
gradually on him and by the time he had 
straightened out for home Rankin was on 
even terms. All down the stretch the two 
fought it out sharply. Linguist outstaying 
Rankin and beating him in a hard drive by 
a neck. Hermencla finished third, seven 
lengths back, with Flying Torpedo last.

A heavy rain in the early morning hours 
ot yesterday rendered the going at Worth 
somewhat soft and ’slippery, but there was 
a hard bottom to the track that made It 
safe. In all the races horses that run to 
their best form in mud were successful. 
Many scratches made the fields small, with 
the exception of the second, in which twelve 
horses faced the barrier. The most import- 
ant race of the day was the fourth, a handl- 
-cap purse of 3800 for three-year-olds and up- 
ward. The betting in this race was centered
